Rate Upped Again 


For the third time this year the gov­ 
ernment has been forced by a tight 
money market to increase the interest 
rate on mortgages insured by the Fed­ 
eral Housing Administration and Vet­ 
erans Administration. 
The statutory maximum of 6 per 
cent now in effect on new FHA and VA 
mortgages is the highest for these 
obligations. Purchasers of homes fi­ 
nanced by the two agencies actually 
will be charged 6% per cent, the extra 
half per cent being the insurance fee. 
Officials say the higher rate would 
increase the flow of mortgage money 
to prospective home-buyers. But this 
is precisely the explanation the admin­ 


istration gave for last February’s rise 
from 5V4 to 5H per cent and again in 
April when the rate was increased to 
5*4 per cent. 
Even such an habitual critic of high 
interest rates as Chairman Wright Pat- 
man of the House Banking Committee 
concedes the increases were necessary 
to make them competitive with yields 
on other types of investments. But the 
rises earlier this year failed to open 
the mortgage gates. 
The buyer’s biggest problem now 
may not be so much the higher interest 
rate as finding mortgage money even 
at 6 per cent.

Dear Mr. C.: Doctors are now 
recognizing the fact that many 
strange, unexplained and tem­ 
porary symptoms may have 
been caused by little strokes. 
Patients with minor symptoms 
like a feeling of confusion, a 
thickness of speech, a moment 
of dizziness or numbness of the 
arms and l e g s tend to forget 
these experiences because they 1 
may last for just a few mom­ 
ents. 
When these symptoms are 
called to the attention of the 
doctor they may alert him to 
he 
possibiiiy 
that 
a 
small 
stroke was in progress. Irane-1 
diate examination, brain wav* 
tests and X-rays may point to 
the underlying condition and the 
exact part of the brain that 
was affeced. 
When a little stroke occurs in 
a young man in the early thir-1 
ties or forties it may alert him 
to the need for loss of weight, 
reduction in alcohol and tobac­ 


co and a readjustment of his ov­ 
eractive, hard • driving way of 
living. In many instances th e 
small stroke can be responsible 
for avoiding a large stroke by 
making one live a life of great­ 
er moderation. 
A small stroke may be caused 
by a dot, a spasm or a hemor­ 
rhage of a tiny blood vessel in 
the brain. The size of the brain 
area and its location determines 
the severity and the kind of 
symptoms one has following a 
small or large stroke. 
If a small stroke and its min­ 
or symptoms are recognized, 
the chances are great that when 
the underlying condition is re­ 
moved or controlled a large 
stroke can be avoided. Small 
strokes are one of the many 
warning devices that are built 
into the body as safety fuses. 
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1 have had a lump on my 
wrist which is painful and inter­ 
feres with motion. A friend of 
mine said he could cure it by 
hitting it with a Bible. He did 
and for a few days it looked 
smaller. I have now gone to see 
a doctor who calls it a ganglion 
and 1 am worried that it now 
may become a cancer because 
I foolishly allowed it to be brok­ 
en. What is a ganglion, and do 
you think I have cause to be 
concerned? 
Mrs. Y.R., South Dakota 
Dear Mrs. R.: Ganglions are 
small cysts of the tendons and 
joints. They happen most fre­ 
quently on the upper surface of 
the wrist. Sometimes they grow 
rather large when they fill up 
with fluid and cause pain and 
limitation of motion of the wrist. 
The reason why the Bible has, 
for years, been said to break 
the ball of this ganglion cyst is 
because it was the biggest book 
in the house before “Gone With 
the Wind” was substituted for 
this type of home surgery Gang­ 
lions should be removed by sur­ 
gery under local anesthesia to 
insure the fact that they will not 
recur.

today, ending his murder trial 
The killer, Dimitrio Tsafen 
das, 48, was ordered committed 
to jail. President Charles R. 
Swart is expected to order his 
transfer to a mental institution. 
The court’s ruling ended the 
trial because it held Tsafendas 
unfit to plead to the murder 
charge. 
Tsafendas. a native of Portu­

Mozambique 
who

worked for several months as a

Parliament, 
stabbed Verwoerd on Sept. 6 as 
the prime minister sat on the 
government front bench in the 
parliamentary chamber.

courts themselves have plenty 
of elbow room 
to shield rails 
from prejudicial publicity. 
Virualiy all the judges polled 
by the American Bar Associa­ 
tion panel, headed by Justice 
Paul O. Reardon of the Supreme 
Judicial 
Court of 
Massachu­ 
setts. preside over trials involv­ 
ing serious crimes. Sixty-eight 
responded. 
More than half —- 39 — said 
they never 
reprimanded 
the 
news media or requested they 
withhold their reports before or; 
during trial. Two said they oc­ 
casionally reprimanded the me­ 
dia and 27 said they occasional 
ty requested that the reporting 
be withheld. 
What was the response when 
the news media were asked 
“not to report certain informa­ 
tion”? Twenty-two said they 
generally or always received 
compliance, 
three 
said 
they 
sometimes received compliance 
and one said the requests were 
refused. One judge did not re­ 
ply. 
Among the procedures open to 
defense attorneys 
to 
guard 
against a prejudiced jury are to 
ask that the case be put off for a 


while or that it be heard some­ 
where else. 
Thirty-four judges said they j 
had never been asked 
for 
a 
case on grounds of prejudicial 
news coverage and 41 said they 
had never been usked for a 
change 
of 
locale 
on 
those 
grounds. 
And yet 32 judges said there 
are occasions when a continu­ 
ance is an effective remedy and 
40 said the same thing about a 
change of venue. 
The judges also were asked 
how often the defense sought a 
mistrial or new trial on grounds 
of prejudicial news coverage. 
Thirty-seven said never, 19 said 
seldom, eight said occasionally, 
one said often and three did not 
answer.
